John Smalley — Eastham Land Records 1650 - 1745 


John Smalley was in Plymouth in 1638. He headed one of the seven 


families that settled Nauset in 1644. He was one of the original Purchasers. He 
was a constable in Eastham in 1646 and a surveyor in 1649. He was described as 
having little interest in public office. He was married and had several children. 
His year and place of death are uncertain. If he died in Eastham, most likely he 
was buried in an unmarked grave in Cove Burying Ground.

John Smalley and Daniel Cole exchanged parcels of land. Cole gave 
Smalley six acres of upland at Herring Pond and one-half acre at Blackfish 
Creek. Smalley gave Cole five acres of upland near John’s Field.
